Based upon our review of the facts and circumstances 
surrounding proposed deferrals D79-63, D79-64 and D79-65, we 
conclude that the information in the special message on these 
deferrals was clearly and accurately stated., The deferral of 
$22.5 million described in message D79-63 has since been ter- 
minated. A portion of the funds, $10,351,460, was obligated 
to fully meet the requests of all 26 states that applied for 
grants. The remainder lapsed with the end of the fiscal year.
